He had no sooner uttered 
the words than ho received a stinging blow In 
the mouth fioin AVise that drew the blood and 
knocked him down. Wise followed up hh- 
attack, but the crowd interfered and stopped 
the row. The cncountui lias resulted, it is 
said, in a challenge being sent by Smith tr 
Wise. Smith is a Republican, but U op- 
posed to Mahone's methods in Virginia, 
and has said many times that he would noi 
support Wise in tins campaign. Mr. Smith 
baid last night:

BLOWN SKYWAED. 


Terrific Explosion of a. Battery of 


Boilers in a Pittsburgh 


Iron Mill. 


Two Men Killed, Five Fatally Scalded 


and Ten Others Very 


Badly Injured. 


A Large Number of Boys Among the 


Victims—Speculation as te the 


Cause of the Diaaeter. 


FiuaiiTFur. EXPLOSION. 


Pa., Oct 3.—Shortly after 


three o'clock yesterday morning a battery 
of boilers at the Solar Iron Works, of Clarke 
& Co., on Thirty-sixth street, exploded with 
disastrous effect 
The night turn had just 


been relieved by the day force, when a loud 
explosion startled the workmen, and that 
portion ol the works in the vicinity of the 
boilers was filled with a cloud of death- 
dealing steam. Through the dense mist 
oftme bhrieks and groaus,which notified the 
employes beyond harm's reacli that a fright- 
ful calamity had ovei taken a portion of thuii 
fellow-workmen. 
A» boon as the steam 


settled down a rifjh was mude for the spot 
where thu explosion occurred, when it was 
ascertained that the mud-drum of the 
boilets 
had 
exploded, 
and the ejcap- 


ing steam had bculdid seventeen men. 
Closer invest,nation showed that of this 
number, fourteen were badly burned and 
three fatally M'.a,dfd. 
Nine of the injured 


are boys. The large number of boys hurt 
is accounted for by the fad that they were 
employed to handle the hoop iron, which 
was rolled on the mill neatest the hollers. 
Those most auriousiy injured weie taken \a 
the West I'enubylvania Hospital, while the 
others were taken to their homes. 


The interior ot the finishing mill pre- 


sented a tumble Mght of desolation after 
the ftt-eideut Things wtrci badly wrecked. 
The boilers, six in number, form a battery 
which sits in the oxtrumc southwuot corner 
of the mill. 
Tho mud-drum runs length- 


wise undur all six boilers. It was the end 
of this which blow out. With such fcaiful 
force d-d it explode as to scatter destruction 
on all sides. All tlio boilers were unseated, 
two of them tilted back, some on their 
ends. 
In the rear the whole wall ot 


masonry was moved outward. A very re- 
markable feature was the jamming of the 
mud-drum's head 
against one 
of 
the 


engines. This online was sitting a few 
yards north of the boilers. The burst iron 
was blown directly against the cylinder- 
head of tho engine, smashing it to p'.eces 
and blowing the. \vliole head inward, ^"rom 
tliib steam rushed oat witli a loud, hissing 
sound. L','.rn'e stacks ol 
lioo]v-iron were 


blown all over tho mill. 
.Machines wore 


upset and rolls rolled all over the tloor. 
The iron machines and benches were all 
thrown together in iuextticable masses of 
debris, under which several of tho men were 
buried. 


The loud detonation and 
succeeding 


tremor aroused the neighborhood for blocks 
aiound, and within a few moments the 
scene of the disaster was .surrounded by 
men, women and children, most of them in 
a semi-nude condition. 
Twenty 
min- 


utes after the explosion the first victim. 
Frank 
Murray, \\as taken 
out 
from 


under a heavy tiuclc, which had crushed 
him to the 
ground. 
He, was scalded 


and iniured internally, and died 
two 


hours later at tlte'Uost 1'enn Hospital. 
Frank Martin and Thomas Cattoe, who 
stood at the finishing mill ncaiest the mud- 
drum head, were frightfully scalded, and 
Cattoe expired soon after Murray. Chief 
Engineer Poweis says that the Hartford 
Insurance Company inspectois pronounced 
tho boilers and mud-drums safe only two 
months ago. 
Investigation shows that the 


coating of the mud-drums was nearly eaten 
through, which 
accounts for the trag- 


edy. 
Fragments of this shattered 
drum, 


not more than a thirty-second part of an 
inch in thickness, were found scattered 
about through the wreckage. Five more of 
the victims are pronounced fatally injured 
by tho attending physicians, and 
thoir 


deaths are momentarily expected. 
Thoir 


names are Charles Hcywood. Joseph Getze, 
Patricfc Henderson, 
Thomas Stein and 


William Daniels. 


Tho accident causes no little apprehen- 


sion at the other iron works whjch have re- 
cently resumed oporations. It is contended 
by many experienced irpn-workors that 
there is great peril of repetitions of to-day'a 
disaster iu tho other mills. 
Many of tho 


mud-drums which have lain idle may bo 
now rust-eaten to a similar extent, and the 
fear is largely indulged in that other explo- 
sions will follow unless rigorous inspections 
are instituted at once.
